SCAVENGERS ...for the Aquarium and Pool 


Be sure you have some of these scavengers in your aquarium. Snails are always inter- 
esting to watch and are of real value because they help to keep the aquarium clean. Snails 
consume much of the excess food and debris from decaying plant leaves; they also feed on 
Algae. Like any other scavenger, they cannot be expected to keep the water clear or to 
remove all the debris that accumulates on the bottom.
